Twenty-two men were discherged by order 
of President Hopkins of the Alley L“ yes- 
terday. Last night there was a prospect that 
their discharge would result in u more or less 
serious strike on the South Side cable lines. 

The situation, in brief, is this: The dis- 
charged men are members of-the American 
Railway Union. The Knights.of Labor are. 
supposed to be strong on the. Chicago City 
railway company. The American Railway 
Union and the Knights of Labor are hand and 
giove these days. Master Workman Sover- 
eign of the Knights of Labor arrived post 
haste yesterday afternoon and took a hand in 
the fight. His pian is to force the Alley L.“ 
to take back the discharged members of the 
American Raflway Union by making 
trouble in the Chicago City railway com- 
pany, through the Knights of Labor among 
its employés. They assume the Alley L“ 
and the Chicago City railway company to be 
so closely connected that one can be 
coerced through the other. President Hop- 
kins declines to take back the men on the 
ground that they were discharged because 
they were not needed and not because they 
were members of the American Railway 
Union. ‘The Chicago City railway people say 
they know nothing of the story and that it is 
of no consequence if tne Knights of Labor 
are called out. Consequently things looked 
squally last night.

Story of the Grievance. 

Last Saturday night the American Railway 
Union held a mass-meeting at No. 2954 State 
street to organize a union of the Alley L 
employés. The attendance was not large. 
Twenty-two employés of the Alley L' road 
enrolled their names, and a union was formed 
of them. No more was thought of the matter 
until yesterday morning when these twenty- 
two men were discharged from the service of 
the company. They reported to the Amer- 
ican Railway Union headquarters, and the 
Grievance congnittee took charge of the case. 
A consultation was had at once with the attor- 
ney of the union. The consultaticn lasted 
until late in the evening, so that it was impos- 
sible for the committee to confer with the 
officers of the company last evening. They 
will meet them today. It was reported last 
night that if satisfactory arrangements were 
not made over the discharge of the twenty- 
twomen the conductors and drivers of the 
South Side cable system would strike. 
It was argued that the South Side cable sys- 
tem and the Alley L. are owned practical- 
ly by the same men; that almost all the em- 
ployés of the cable lines belong to the Knights 
of Labor, Local Assembly No. 8,201; that

Cable Car End of the Matter. 

Frank Sweeney, ex-Grand Master of the 
Switchmen’s Union, said: 

‘* They have not 90 per cent of the Brother- 
hood of Engineers on the L' road, When 
they cut the wages of the men a year ago 
many of the brotherhood men were dis- 
charged or resignéd. There is not 15 per 
cent of their engineers who now belong to the 
brotherhovi,”’ ; 

M. K. Bowen, General Superintendent of the 
Chicago City railway company, said last 
night: 

„The whole thing is news to me. Even if 
Sovereign calls out the Knights of Labor, his 
action will amount to nothing—it will not de- 
lay a single car. About three years ago the 
Knights of Labor among our people numbered 
something like 800 men. I’ve killed the 
order by kindness; in other words, the mem- 
bership has so declined that I doubt if there 
are 100 members in good standing. They 
have been dropped for non-payment of dues, 
because it wasn’t worth while for them to 
keep their membership. The average at- 
tendance at regular meetings of their lodge is 
thirty. Now. we have 1,200 men—cable, 
horse-car, and electric men. The strike of 
100 men would not create a ripple. I don’t 
believe these 100 men would go out if or- 
dered by Sovereign. I’m certain none of the 
men would go with them if they did. The 
company treats them too well. I’ve had no 
consultation with the Alley L' people, who 
might just as well be running a road in New 
York for all the connection there is between 
them and us.

PARE T0 GET TOGETHER.

At an Impressive Meeting in Central 
Music Mall Reports Are Made from 
Twenty-two Organizations as to Their 


* 


Work-wWide Range of Alms to Which 
They Devote — Society 
Scored by a Delegate from the Teach- 
ers’ Club, 

The federated women’s clubs of Chicago 
and vicinity held a grand and impressive re- 
union yesterday afternoon! and last evening 
atthe Central Music Hall. The hall and 
platform were entirely filled» with the most 
notable women of Chicago, all of whom were 


club members, as no other were invited. A 


national federation of women’s clubs has ex- 
isted for four years. It met last year in Chi- 
cago, and will meet this year, May 9, 10. and 
11, in Philadelphia. But the meeting yester- 
day was the first move towards a federation 
of the women’s clubs of Chicago. The move 
originated in the Chicago Women’s club, and 
the Committee of Arrangements was:

The afternoon meeting was presided over 
by Dr. Sarah Hackett, Stevenson, and it was 
devoted to twenty-two five-minute reports 
from the representatives of the twenty-two 
elubs on the platform. These reports were 
absolute moflels of business directness, of 
perspicuity, of good taste, and of good deliv- 
ery, most of them being extemporaneous. 
They were listened to with marked attention 
by all, and were discriminatingly and enthusi- 
astically applauded from first to last. 

The first report was made by Elizabeth F. 
Hequembourg of the Alternate club, which 
she said wal nine years old, and had sixty 
members. It devoted itself generally to art, 
history, and literature. When the Exposition 
was approaching it devoted two years to the 
discovery of America and to the history and 
literature of the United States. It has since 
begun a two years’ course on the history and 
literature of the Middle Ages. Joan Chaimers 
followed with a report of the West Side 
Women's club, which she said was organized 
in December, 1892, and had 263 members. 
It devoted itself at first to literary, musical, 
and social matters, but in the beginning of 
its second year it took hold cf municipal, ¢d- 
ucational, and philanturopical work with en- 
ergy. Its greatest work had been done in its 
ge wi department in aid of the publie 
schoo The reflex influence had had the 
effect of broadening the sympathies of the 
mem bers. 

The Friends in Council were represented by 
Elizabeth H. Kingman. who said that the or- 
ganization could not boast of any active ste 
taken. They had devoted themselves mainly 
to the relation of woman to the mora! and i “4 
dustrial forces of society, Sut they had in the 
meanwhile given one meeting in four to top- 
ies Of general public interest. They were in- 
tensely interested in the vital questions of the 
hour. 

Kito Started a Noon-Day Rest. 

Mrs. Herbert Hutchine, speaking for the 
Klio club, said it was organized in 1887, 
During the Exposition the members visited 
critically all ot the great buildings. The last 
year haa been devoted to labor and capital, 
social purity and philanthropy. One of the 
best performances of the club was the estab- 
hehment a few weeks ago of the noon-day 
rest far young women at the corner of Michi- 
gan avenue and Monroe street. 

Mrs. L. J. Pierson spoke for the Wilmette 
Women's club, which, she said, was not three 
years old. Latterly its attention had been 
absorbed 1n the annexation question. During 
the Exposition it had monthly reports and 
discussions on special exhibits. The club 
had occupied itself mostly with literary 
topics, but it had done some noble work for 
the Chicago schools. Amelia Weed Holbrook 
made the report from the Olio club. ,’ She ex- 
plained that the word Olio was spelled with 
an i,“ and was not related to oleomargurine, 
but was Greek, and. meant a variety. Its 
topics had been such as ‘** Magnetic Forces,“ 
* Christian Science.“ The Public Schools,“ 
and American Antiquities. Tt had no ini- 
tiation fees and its annual dues were only $2. 

The Friday club, Martha S. Hill said, had 
been misunderstood. Its object is copserv- 
ative literary and artistic culture. In the 
Exposition period, at the solicitation of Mrs. 
Palmer, the club organized the Columbian 
Bazaar, which netted $35,064 towards the 
ereation of the Chiidren’s Building, which had 
accomplished an invaluable educational work. 
It had also given many thousands cf dollars 
to other educational schemes. Aline S. Devin 
reported for the Q. J. S. P. club, which she 
said believed in an education for woman 
which would make her an industrial power. 

Mrs. A. R. Brigham spoke tor the Rogers 
Park Women’s club, which, she said, had a 
membership of fifty-four and had devoted it- 
self for two years to historical and literary 
subjects. It had opened a successful public 
library for the youth of Rogers Park. 
Julia Pierce Ely gave a brief account 
of the Kenwood Fortnightly club, which 
was organized in 1885, and had done much 
to assist poor students at the University of 
Chicago. Emma J. Parker represented the 
South! Side Woman’s club, which was organ- 
ized a year ago with forty members, und now 
had 140, with two associated clubs. The club 
had recently eliminated the word women’ 
from its constitution and was henceforth open 
to both sexes.
